Turks Invade Cyprus; Greeks Mobilize 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Bloody 
fighting raged today in Cyprus on the 
first day of a m assive Turkish invasion 
by sea and air. 
Turkish jets bombed and strafed 
much of the strategic M editerranean 
island, including the capital, Nicosia, 
and the area between Nicosia and Ky- 
renia, a resort town on the north coast. 
Airborne troops m ade at least four 
drops on the island, three in and 
around the capital, which is IO m iles 
inland from Kyrenia. Fires burned in 
Nicosia. 
G reece 
d e c la re d 
a 
g en e ra l 
mobilization and moved troops tow ard 
its border with Turkey, raising the 
possibility of a direct clash between 
the 
N orth 
A tlantic 
T re a ty 
Organization allies. 
T urkey’s semiofficial news agency 
Anatolia reported today that Greek 
aircraft headed tow ard Cyprus had 
been intercepted by Turkish fighters 
near the Greek island of Rhodes. 
The agency did not say whether any 
planes were shot dowii. There was no 
official confirm ation of the Anatolia 
report. 
Rhodes is about 250 m iles west of 
Cyprus. 
United Nations peace-keeping forces 
that have been on Cyprus for IO years 


were reported trying to arrange cease­ 
fires in some areas. A British forces 
radio report said fighting had been 
halted for 3*2 hours in the Limassol 
area of southern Cyprus while convoys 
evacuated foreign nationals from Li­ 
m assol to a nearby British base.

Cyprus Radio, controlled by the 
m ilita ry -b a c k e d gov ern m en t th a t 
toppled the regim e of Archbishop 
M akarios on Monday, reported that six 
Turkish planes had been shot dowii. 
At the request of Greece, the U.N. 
Security Council was summoned into 
urgent session in New York to take up 
the invasion. 


The Turkish attack early today was 
six days after the coup, which revived 
fears by Turkish Cypriots of an­ 
nexation bv Greece. 
T u rk ish p lan es bom bed G reek 
sections of Nicosia. Fires burned in at 
least IO areas in and around Nicosia, 
the worst at the airport and near a 
G reek Cypriot cam p. 
Residents 
huddled 
in 
stairw ells, 
basem ents and other parts of their 


hom es seeking sh e lte r from the 
fighting. Many held radios to their 
ears, trying to learn what was hap­ 
pening. 


In a broadcast six hours after the 
start of the invasion, Kcevit declared: 
“ The Turkish governm ent did not 
resort to arm ed action before all the 
other m eans were tried, but to no 
avail.” 


He said that under treaties, “ Turkey 
is co-guarantor of the independence 
and constitutional order of Cyprus. 
Turkey is fulfilling her legal respon­ 
sibility by taking this action ..." 
Nikos Sam pson, the Greek Cypriot 
installed as president in the coup that 
ousted M akarios, broadcast to the 
Turkish com m unity: “ Your leadership 
is betray ing you. In order to cover up 
its internal w eaknesses it is leading 
you into a grave adventure, from 
which you would be the losers.” 
In W ashington, m ilitary officials 
said seven Soviet divisions had been 
alerted in western and southern Russia 
in an apparent show of support for the 
Turkish side.

Friedheim said elem ents of the 6th 
Fleet “ will approach closer to Cyprus 
in order to enhance our capability to 


evacuate U.S. citizens, should that 
contingency arise.”

Em bassy issued a com m unique saying 
the purpose of the m ilitary action “ is 
to get the intercom m unal talks to start 
as rapidly as possible in order to re­ 
store the situation prior to the coup and 
the legitim ate order.” 
The fighting was reported especially 
heavy between Turkish Cypriot and 
Greek Cy priot forces. 


The rebel Greek-controlled Cyprus 
Radio clanned three Turkish planes 
had been shot down. 


An Associated Press photographer 
who witnessed the 
bomb hits 
by 
Turkish planes on the m ental hospital 
said one of the Phantom jets was 
downed by antiaircraft fire. 
On the north coast, Turkish invasion 
troops storm ed ashore outside tourist 
hotels lining the picturesque area just 
west of Kyrenia. An arm ada of w ar­ 
ships and landing craft lay offshore 
w hile T urkish je ts sc re a m e d in 
overhead to bom b bridges, roads and 
artillery positions. The Turks received 
only token resistance there. 
Civilian cars, 
am bulances and 
trucks of N icosia’s Turkish Cypriot 
community rushed out to pick up 
paratroopers. 
“ This m ak es m e trem en d o u sly 
happy,” one Turkish paratrooper said. 


“ We have been suffering for a 
num ber of years. We’ve really been 
longing for this day. Our troops are not 
here to take over this land or to invade 
the Greek q u arters We are here just to 
look after the welfare of the Turkish 
com m unity.” 


The m ilitary 
picture on Cyprus 
encom passed five separate elem ents: 
—The in vading T urkish fo rces, 
num bers not announced. 
—The Turkish arm y contingent of 


650 men regularly based in Cyprus. 
— The Greek arm y contingent based 
on the island, believed to num ber 1,250 
men. 
—G reek Cypriot forces including the 
10,000-strong national guard and the 
1,200-member tactical police. 
—Turkish Cypriot forces. 
Turkish Skyhawk planes were seen 
bombing parts of the Greek sector of 
Nicosia which shook under the ex­ 
ploding bombs. 
The rebel Greek-controlled Cyprus 
Radio claim ed three Turkish planes 
had been shot down in the fighting. It 
said G reek forces w ere fighting 
“courageously.” 


There was sporadic firing along the 
so-called Green Ione that divides the 
G reek and Turkish sections of the city. 
The Turkish sea landing was at 
Kyrenia on the northern coast of the 
M editerranean island, 45 m iles south 
of Turkey. Fighting broke out in Ky­ 
re n ia and T urkish v essels w ere 
.shelling the shore. Greek 
Cypriot 
troops fired at Turkish helicopters 
overhead. 


G reece and Turkey form the eastern 
edge of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. They nearly cam e to 
blows in 1963 and 1967 over Cyprus. 
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COMING DOWN—Workers continue to dismantle the old 
Pickaway County Childrens Home piece by piece in an effort 
to salvage as much of the old structure as possible. The 
building, an important landmark in the historical develop­ 
ment of the county, was built in 1902. It was condemed by the 
state several years ago. Among memorabilia in the building, 
workmen have found old report cards and other records of 
children who lived in the home.

The four-ear express, painted red, 
w-hite and blue, is here to begin 
preparations for the arrival of the 
Freedom Train when it carries historic 
U.S. docum ents to an estim ated 50 
million Am ericans along a 17,000-mile 
route. 
Mike Berger, m edia coordinator of 
th e 
p ro je c t, 
sp onsored 
by 
the 
Am erican Freedom Train Foundation, 
said 
th e 
e x p re ss’ 
cro ss-co u n try 
journey will take about four months 
com pared to the two-year-long tour the 
Freedom train will m ake. 
“ W e’re ju st se ttin g up 
public 
relations and arranging for security in 
the 76 cities where the train will stop,” 
said Nancy Killoran, chief hostess of 
the project. 
Mrs. 
Killoran, 
an 
Ohio 
native, 
pointed out that 
m aking 
security 
arrangem ents in each city 
is an 
“ essential part of the prelim inary 
journey 
not only 
because 
of 
the 
priceless 
cargo 
aboard, 
but 
also 
because 
it 
will 
be 
necessary 
to 
establish some sort of control over the 
thousands of people viewing the his­ 
toric m em oirs in each city.” 
Moving walkways will carry 2,000 
people an hour through the Freedom ’s 
T rain’s IO display cars, Berger said. 
He noted that some item s the cars will 
carry include the final draft of the 
D e c la ra tio n of In d ep en d en ce, the 
Constitution, Betsy Ross’ flag and Joe 
IiOuis’ boxing gloves. 
“ We’re trying to work out some sort 
of arrangem ent with city officials and 
local bicentennial com m ittees,” John 
P. Killoran, general m anager rail­ 
roads for the foundation said. 
Killoran said he and his wife meet 


with local officials because each city is 
expected to propose a site for the 
program and arran g e parking and 
sanitation facilities. The cities are also 
expected to house people traveling on 
the 24-car Freedom Train, Killoran 
said. 
“ Actually it doesn’t cost the local 
districts anything because they get 25 
cents of every $1 charged to persons 
viewing the articles in the display 
tra in s,” Killoran said. 
E ach city will also be responsible for 
providing some sort of entertainm ent 
for the traveling stage, which B erger 
said was converted from a railroad 
baggage car. 
He said local entertainm ent will 
range from high school band concerts 
to ethnic program s. 
“ We’ll 
stay 
in 
each 
city 
ap- 
proxunately one to 
IO days, 
and 
hopefully we can keep the train open 
for IO to 14 hours,” B erger said. 
One third of that tune we’ll devote to 
professional entertainm ent, but two- 
thirds of the tim e will be given to the 
local 
co m m u n ity 
for 
th e ir 
own 
events.” 
For those who are not able to come 
into the cities to see the displays, the 
Freedom Train will have two “ bubble 
c a rs.” Rural citizens can see a double­ 
size replica of the lib e rty Bell and 
.American transportation vehicles as 
the train passes through sm all com ­ 
m unities at a slow speed, Berger said.

Some of the vehicles in the second 
car include a covered wagon and the 
Apollo 12 capsule, he added 
B erger said the Freedom Train is 
expected to be in Columbus between 
July 9-11,1975. He said that he and the 
Killorans will work with city officials 
to plan a site for the progr am. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Articles of 
im peachm ent holding President Nixon 
personally and directly responsible for 
the W atergate scandal are under con­ 
sideration by the House Judiciary 
Com m ittee. 
The articles are part of a package 
presented by Special Counsel John 
Hoar, who says the evidence in support 
of 
th em 
w a rra n ts 
N ixon’s 
im ­ 
peachm ent. 
D oar’s analysis of that evidence 
continues today in another closed-door 
session dealing with charges of illegal 
in te llig e n c e g a th e rin g , m isuse of 
governm ent agencies, tax fraud and 
contem pt of Congress. 
More discussions and a presentation 
of argum ents against im peachm ent by 
the m inority staff are scheduled for 
early next week and on W ednesday the 
c o m m itte e will begin its fateful 
deliberations, with the possibility of a 
vote on whether to recom m end im ­ 
peachm ent by next Saturday. The 
com m ittee sessions are expected to be 
televised. 
Any recom m endation by the com­ 
m ittee will go to the full House, which 
would decide w hether to im peach 
Nixon. If the m ajority votes im peach­ 
m ent, the charges would then go to 
trial in the Senate, with a two-thirds 
vote needed for conviction 
and 
rem oval from office. 
In his opening presentation Friday, 
Hoar dropped the role of the im partial 
investigator presenting facts without 
conclusions and laid down what most 
D em ocrats described as a strong case 
for im peachm ent on the basis of 
W atergate alone. 
His perform ance produced an angry 
resp o n se 
from 
N ixon’s 
p re ss 
secretary, Ronald L. Ziegler, who said 
Hoar was “out of order in the ex­ 
trem e” in m arshalling facts on the 
side of im peachm ent. 
S ev eral 
R epublican 
co m m ittee 
m em bers said they thought Doar did a 
good job in pulling together a case 
from the m ass of m aterial before the 
com m ittee. 
“ I think it was a fair tim e for him to 
tell us how he thinks,” said Rep. 
Caldwell Butler, R-Va., one of the 
uncom m itted Republicans. “ He has 
been very restrained up until now and I

poses... The pattern of conduct has 
been at the direction of Richard M. 
Nixon and on his behalf, acting both 
personally and directly and through 


his personal agents at the seat of 
g o v ern m en t and th e ir im m e d ia te 
subordinates.” 
—Refusal to comply 
with 
eight 
com m ittee subpoenas requesting tapes 
of 147 presidential conversations, an 
action, the draft says, that places Nix­ 
on “ rn contem pt of Congress and the 
cause of constitutional governm ent.” 
—Tax evasion, an article based on 
Nixon’s deduction of $576,000 from his 
income taxes for a gift 
of vice 
presidential papers, which, says the 
draft, “ constituted a fraud upon the 
United States.” 
The drafts proposed by com m ittee 
m em bers cover m uch the sam e ground 
but add additional charges, including 
bribery, the impoundment of con­ 
gressionally appropriated funds, the 
secret bombing of Cambodia, and the 
“dirty trick s” used against D em ocrat­ 
ic presidential candidates. 
U.S. Policymakers Approach 
Cyprus Case With Caution

Am erican policym akers are playing 
their cards in the tangled Cyprus 
situation with an eye to the Soviet 
Union as well as to the G reek, Turks 
and Cypriots them selves. 
All through the past week, before 
today’s Turkish invasion of Cyprus and 
reports that the Russians have placed 
seven divisions of troops on alert, the 
United States, plagued by a quarter 
century of cold war phobias, had begun 
to appear in a most curious situation. 
In the W onderland of diplomacy, 
things — as Alice would have put it — 
got “curiouser and curiouser.” The 
Cyprus takeover by Greek-officered 
in su rg e n ts produced a 
situ atio n 


wherein the A m ericans seemed caught 
in a sticky web of contradictory aim s. 
Officially — and com m ercially — the 
United States is eager for steadily 
better relations with the Soviet Union. 
Yet 
in 
the 
Cyprus 
blowup the 
American stance was obviously dic­ 
tated by fear of that sam e Soviet 
Union. Detente is one thing, but any 
threat to A m erican access to bases 
surrounding the U.S.S.R. or to the 
A m erican p o sition in the 
M edi­ 
terranean would be quite another. 
The 
N orth 
A tlantic 
T re a ty 
Organization allies in Europe are 
much closer geographically to the 
Soviet Union and logically should have 
m ore to fear in term s of a need for such 
m ilitary conveniences as Greece and 
President's Anger 
Over ITT Bared 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon tem porarily halted an antitrust 
action against ITT in 1971 by telling 
then Deputy Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Kleindienst to “ stay the hell out of it,” 
according to a presidential transcript 
m ade public by the House Judicary 
Com m ittee. 
A sst. 
A tty. 
G en.

L. 
M c L a re n ’s 
a g g re ssiv e 
a n titru st 
policies m ade Nixon so furious that the 
President told Kleindienst on April 19, 
1971: 
“ ...I want som ething clearly un­ 
derstood, and if it is not understood, 
Mel w ren’s ass is to be out within an 
hour. 
“ ’Hie IT&T thing — stay the hell out 
of it. Is that c lear?” 
“ I don’t know whether ITT is bad, 
good or indifferent,” the President 
went on. “ There is not going to be any­ 
m ore antitrust actions as long as I am 
in this chair." 
Evidence gathered by the Judiciary 
staff and released Friday generally 
supports the P resident’s contention 
that he knew nothing of the ITT pledge 
to help support the 1972 Republican 
National Convention. The President is 
shown to have consistently argued 
against filing antitrust suits against 
conglom erates just because of their 
size.

testify fully about the sam e con­ 
versation before a Senate com m ittee 
considering his nom ination to be at­ 
torney general. 


Nixon had been accused of agreeing 
to settle a series of antitrust suits

Telegraph Corp. out of court because 
of a pledge by an ITT subsidiary to 
help underw rite the cost of holding the 
1972 Republican National Convention 
in San Diego. The convention was 
moved to M iami Beach after the 
pledge becam e known publicly. 


The April 19 transcript covers a

and then-D irector of the Office of 
M anagem ent and Budget George P. 
Shultz, and a telephone call between 
Nixon and Kleindienst.

Cyprus could provide. 
But while the West European allies 
were about unanim ous in dam ning the 
junta that toppled President M akarios, 
the 
U nited 
S ta te s 
m inced 
a p ­ 
prehensively into the situation, finding 
it painfully aw kw ard. 
There can be little quarrel with the 
Am erican effort, after the coup was an 
a cco m p lish ed fa c t, to p re v e n t a 
m ilitary clash between G reece and 
Turkey. Such a clash could te a r 
asunder the eastern anchor of NATO. 
S till, 
W ashington 
c le a rly 
w as 
singularly 
diffident 
about 
how 
it 
handled the G reek regim e. There was 
no o u trig h t condem nation of th e 
Cyprus coup. While others protested, 
W ashington pictured itself as “trying 
to evaluate the situation.” 
So once again, as it had so m any 
tim es before, the United States as the 
leading dem ocracy in the world found 
itself stepping out of character, solic­ 
itous of the sensibilities of a m ilitary 
regim e, in glaring contrast with the 
attitudes of the W estern allies. 
State Union

Involved are 65 to 75 state highway 
division w orkers in four southern Ohio 
counties who were “ denied access” to 
work because of pickets by other 
unions, Kenney said. 
Joseph Sommer, state director of 
a d m in istra tiv e serv ices, has said 
employes who did not work will not be 
paid. But he pointed out the employes 
have the right to appeal.

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Bronze Birch Borer 
Causes Severe Damage

The bronze birch borer has probably 
single 
handedly 
done 
more 
to 
discourage the planting of birch trees 
and clumps than any other single 
factor. The white bark birches are not 
immune to its attack and it is just a 
matter of time before they become 
subject to its prey. This usually hap­ 
pens about the time a homeowner or 
commercial concern becomes at­ 
tached to the birch in the landscape. 
Damage to the trees by the bronze 
birch borer is caused by the feeding of 
the larvae just beneath the bark. 
Several dozen larve may be feeding at 
one time and as they meander under 
the bark, a limb is girdled and dies 
from the top down. This dying of the 
uppermost branches of the tree may be 
the first sign that a tree is infested with 
the insect. Unfortunately, when the 
first dying branch is discovered, it 
probably already is too late to save the 
tree. A close inspection of the limb 
below the dead branch will reveal 
narrow , swollen bands where sap flow 


16 Per Cent 
O f Income 
Goes For Food

Recently released USHA figures 
show that on the average Americans 
still spend less than 16 per cent of their 
after-tax incomes on food. 
Many 
budget conscious families don't 
believe this can be true, and for some 
families it is not. according to Lois 
Simonds, Extension Economist at The 
Ohio State University. 
Actually, many families do spend a 
greater proportion than this for food as 
they strive to have nutritious and 
satisfying meals and snacks. The 16 
per cent figure 
represents 
the 
proportion of the nation's overall 
disposable income that is spent for 
food. It is derived by dividing the total 
income after taxes into total food 
expenditures. 
The 16 per cent figure is an average 
and. like all averages, there are many 
deviations from it. There are very 
wealthy families who spend a con­ 
siderably smaller proportion of their 
incomes for food, as well as many poor 
families who spend a much larger part 
of their incomes for food items. 
Another reason the 16 per cent figure 
is less than some families would ex­ 
pect is because it also includes the 
income and expenditures of nonprofit 
institutions which 
spend 
little, 
if 
anything, for food. Also, non-money 
incomes such as net rental values of 
owner-occupied houses and the value 
of food and fuel produced and used on 
the farm are included. This increases 
the total disposable income of the 
nation, 
which acts to lower 
the 
proportionate food spending, Simonds 
reveals. 
Often families include such non-food 
items as soap, paper products, 
tobacco, and alcoholic beverages in 
their food budgets. These were not 
included when the USD A calculated 
the per cent of income spent for food. 
The 16 per cent figure is not meant to 
represent the normal or average food 
spending. It is used to determine 
trends in national food spending, the 
economist points out. 
The proportion of income used for 
food is affected by several factors — 
level of income, family size and age, 
preferences in taste, financial assets, 
and demands on those assets.

has been halted. The accumulation ot 
the sap causes these swellings. Cutting 
into these areas in the summer of fall 
generally will reveal a small, whitish 
larva. 


The bronze birch borer will attack 
paper, yellow, grey, western paper, 
water and sweet birch plus beech and 
aspen trees. The cutleaf weeping birch 
varieties are particularly susceptible. 


The bronze birch borer is a greenish- 
bronze colored beetle slightly less than 
4 inch in length. The winter is spent as 
a larva in a boat-shaped depression 
just under the bark. In late April or 
early May the larva changes to the 
pupal or resting stage. By early June 
the adults appear and chew their way 
through the bark and emerge leaving 
the 
characteristic 
D-shaped 
emergence hole. After emerging, the 
adults are active during June and may 
be seen feeding on the foliage of 
willow, poplar, aspen and birch, but 
little damage is done. Shortly after 
feeding, the females look for crevices 
or damaged areas in the bark in which 
to lay their eggs. The eggs hatch in a 
few days and the young larva chews 
into the wood and works its way just 
under the bark. There it feeds in 
tunnels and grows to a length of nearly 
one inch. This is usually early fall. It is 
the tunneling of the larva that causes 
the death of the branches. There is 
only one generation per year, or one 
generation rn two years if conditions 
are not good. 


Experience through the years would 
lead us to conclude that with the white 
bark birch tree it is just a matter of 
time before it becomes infested with 
the bronze birch borer. Knowing this, 
we would strongly suggest that a 
substitute tree be planted. However, 
there are certain things that can be 
done to prolong the life of trees that are 
already planted. Here are some points 
to consider: 
Non-Chemical: Injury by the bronze 
birch borer first appears in the top of a 
tree. A dead branch may represent the 
first evidence that this insect is 
present. If the infestation is not 
managed at this time, the problem will 
gradually move downward and in a 
few years the entire tree will be killed. 
Prune-out and burn any dead branches 
before mid-May. It appears that the 
borers do not do well in trees that are 
in a good, healthy-growing condition. 
Apply a regular application of fer­ 
tilizer each year and water the tree 
during periods of drought, or if rain 
has not fallen for 3 weeks. Wrapping 
the trunk with tree-wrapping paper is 
of little value because the borers at­ 
tack the upper branches and not the 
trunk until late in the life of the tree. 
Keep from damaging the trunk with a 
lawn mower, as this may weaken the 
tree. 
Chemical Control: The following 
chemical control measure, if applied 
properly, should control the bronze 
birch borer: Cygon, applied at I 
teaspoon per gallon of water. Apply 
June I and repeat at two week- 
mtervals.

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Agriculture Picture 
Continually Changing

Agriculture 
(’bange is progress. 
In the last 50 years, Ohio and the rest 
of the nation has seen more change 
than in all the previous centuries of 
i (‘corded history. This progress has 
come to the farm through research, 
m echanization, 
technology, 
in­ 
vestment, and efficiency, says John E. 
Moore, Extension Economist at The 
Ohio State University. 
Mechanization has changed every 
tacet of farming. Planting, feeding, 
harvesting, milking, hay and grain 
drying, 
and 
scores 
of 
other 
agricultural activities, all have been 
changed by machines. 
U ithin the span of a lifetime, horses 
pulling clumsy plows have given way 
to powerful tractors that turn several 
furrows of earth at once. The time it 
takes to milk a herd of cows has been 
shortened by autom atic milking 
machines. Milk is moved through 
plastic tubing to cooling tanks and 
collected by large tank trucks that 
speed it to city processing plants. The 
traditional metal milk can has almost 
disappeared. 
I oday’s machines often perform 
more than one operation, Moore says. 
Harvesting machines cut the grain, 
separate, and deliver it to a bin while 
spewing out the chaff. This machine 
deserves its name — the combine. It 
combines three harvesting operations. 
Technology 
has 
revolutionized 
farming, too. Potato bugs used to be 
killed by knocking them off in a can of 
kerosene. Today, farm ers simply 
spray the field with an approved in­ 


secticide. Herbicides have replaced 
hoes. corays that kill weeds don’t 
harn 
ops or people. 
The size of Ohio farms has changed 
in the last 50 years. Farm s are getting 
larger, but they’re mainly family 
owned and operated. The increase in 
size unually results in an increase in 
efficiency. 
Farm ers have invested heavily in 
their 
farms. 
I^and 
and 
its 
im­ 
provem ent, buildings, equipment, 
livestock, seed, m achinery, and 
supplies add up to one of the largest 
business 
working 
capitals 
in 
the 
countrv. On January 1,1940, total farm 
assets were $454.6 billion —• over an 8- 
4-fold increase in 34 years. Farm land 
and 
buildings alone totaled $310.4 
billion. Ohio farm land and buildings 
value increased from $1.4 billion in 
1940 to $6.8 billion in 1970, Moore says. 
The American farmer has become 
world famous for efficiency. He can 
produce a bushel of com with less than 
5 minutes of labor and plow an acre of 
land in 40 minutes. In the decade of the 
1960’s, 
the 
productivity 
of 
the 
American farm worker increased an 
average of six per cent a year, com­ 
pared with three per cent in non­ 
agricultural industries. 
American farmers are producing 20 
per cent more food today than IO years 
ago. The purpose of many of the 
farming improvements through the 
years has been to produce quality food 
faster. 
The five factors of progress — 
mechanization, technology, size, in­ 
vestment, and efficiency — all have 
contributed to help 
farm ers 
feed 
America better and faster.

The hot summertime is such a 
danger period for food spoilage. 
Remember that cooked meat should be 
refrigerated. It should not be out of the 
refrigerator for more than four hours, 
and that is ‘ accumulative.” If you set 
it out two hours today, and leftovers 
two hours tomorrow, use it all up 
because your four “safe” hours are 
gone. 
Here are a few other reminders on 
meat preparation — give yourself a 
spot check. How are you doing? 
Never place other foods on a surface 
where you have had raw meat or 
poultry until you have thoroughly 
cleaned it. Scrub the surface — as well 
as dishes, knives, and other utensils 
you’ve used — with soap and hot 
water. This keeps harmful bacteria 
from spreading to cooked foods and 
salads. 
Remove stubborn 
bacteria 
from 
cutting boards by scrubbing the boards 
with soap and hot water, rinsing 
thoroughly, and then applying chlorine 
bleach. 
Refrigerate cream, custard, and 
meringue pies, and other foods with 
custard fillings. It is dangerous to let 
foods of this kind stand at room 
temperature. 
Roasting a turkey? Cook it com­ 
pletely to an internal temperature of 
185 degrees. Never partially cook it 
and 
finish 
cooking 
later 
because 
bacteria can survive 
in 
partially- 
cooked poultry. Also “staph” bacteria 
may produce toxins. 
Preparing 
stuffing? 
Cook 
it 
thoroughly. If the poultry is stuffed, 
cook until thermometer inserted into 
stuffing reaches at least 165 degrees — 
bacteria grow rapidly in lukewarm 
stuffing. 
Frozen stuffed poultry? Do not thaw 
it before baking. Put it right into the 
oven.

Pesticides, Sprays and Hot Weather 
The question is often asked if plant 
injury occurs from spraying plants 
with pesticides during hot weather. 
Yes, you can get plant injury from 
spraying in hot, humid weather, ac­ 
cording to entomologist Richard L. 
Miller. This is particularly true when 
using emulsifiable concentrates which 
contain oil-base solvents, he says. 
You’ll have less burning with wettable 
powders or dusts. Too, try not to spray 
when the temperature is above 90 
degrees. 
Mealybugs on Taxus 
Inspect your Taxus plants. I/>ok 
down into the center of the plant and 
for signs of mealybugs. If you see 
brown needles, little white puffs on the 
stems, and the plant is a little black, 
you’ve got Taxus mealybug. Crawlers 
are due to come out by the middle of 
July. Then is the time to apply 
treatment. Use malathion, Zectran, 
Dursban, Thrithion, Orthene, or 
Systox. Driving the spray into the 
center of the plant is a must for best 
control. 
Giant Moths 
If you are one of the many who have 
noticed a giant moth around your yard 
this year, the name is Cecropia moth. 
It has a wing span of over 5 inches. 
Colors are mainly orange and brown. 
There are 3 spots on the front wing 
which catch the eye. One of these spots 
is close to the body of the moth and is 
orange with a black border followed by 
a white and another black border. In 
the center of the wing is a kind of tear 
drop shaped spot with a black border 
and white and orange bands inside. A 
third spot at the tip of the wing is 
mostly black with a blue and black 
border. A large, multi-colored strip 
runs down the center of the wing 
between the middle and outer spots. 
Cecropia larvae feed on the foliage 
of a few trees but seldom become 
pests. This moth makes a great insect 
collector’s item.

M e at Im ports Decline Sharply

government figures show that meat 
imports, including the kinds of beef the 
Nixon 
adm inistration 
is 
under 
pressure from cattlemen to restrict, 
have dropped sharply in recent 
months. 
During the first five months, the 
Agriculture Departm ent said Thurs­ 
day, imports of red meat — including 
fresh and processed beef, pork and 
lamb — totaled 734.5 million pounds. 
Although that was less than a 3 per 
cent drop from January-May of last 
year, the 
decline 
has 
picked 
up 
momentum. 
According to the figures, total im­ 
ports in May dropped to 124.9 million 
pounds from 164.3 million in the same 
month of 1973, a decline of nearly 25 
per cent. 
Processed meat such as canned 
hams and corned beef have not been 


subject to import quotas and can come 
into the U.S. market as freely as those 
products are demanded. 
However, 
imports of fresh, frozen and chilled 
beef are subject to import curbs under 
a 1964 quota law. 


Fifteen countries provide “quota- 
type” meat to the U.S. market, in­ 
cluding Australia and New Zealand 
which supply more than 70 per cent of 
it during the year. Imports of quota- 
type meat, mostly low-grade beef for 
hamburger, were down 5 per cent in 
January-May from a year earlier to 
477.3 million pounds. 


Cutbacks have occurred for a 
variety of reasons, but most im­ 
portantly because of an increase in 
world beef supplies and a drop in 
export prices. Also, Australia has good 
pastures now and is keeping many 
cattle in pastures rather than selling 
Dear Abby:

Strip Mine 
Compromise 
Under Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
has rejected strip mining bills favored 
by segments of the coal industry and 
environmentalists and turned its at­ 
tention to a compromise. 


The House first voted down, 255 to 
156, on Thursday a bill that would have 
established relatively mild strip 
mining standards. Then it rejected, 336 
to 69, a bill by environmentalists by 
phase out strip mining completely. 


Sponsors of the competing bills had 
attempted to substitute them for a bill 
by the House Interior Committee to

ronmental standards on surface coal 
mining. 
After rejecting the two proposed 
substitutes, the House began debating 
the committee-approved bill, termed 
“a compromise in every sense of the 
word,” by Rep.

Speaking Of Your Health

The im portance of the fam ily 
physician in the total structure of 
health care seems to be increasing 
rather than decreasing. 
An intensive study of m edical 
practice and community medicine was 
the subject of a sem inar held at the 
Ben (lurion University of the Negev, in 
Israel. 
The Israel Journal of M edical 
Science, reporting this meeting, points 
out that 85 per cent to 90 per cent of all 
family health problems in the United 
States are treated by the family 
physician. 
Dr. I. Lewis, of the Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine in New York, was 
one of the principal speakers on the 
topic, “ Is There a Future for Family 
Medicine?” 
"F a m ily p h y sician s,” he said, 
“must be prepared to fill a unique and 
specific functional role in the delivery 
of m odern com prehensive health 
services.” 
The American Academy of Family 
Physicians has extended its training 
program so th at to d ay 's fam ily 
physician is. indeed, a “specialist” in 


this important field of comprehensive 
medicine.

Roland Reaves and Ricardo Woods, 
both 23, were indicted by a Hamilton 
County grand jury Friday. The five- 
man, six-woman jury specified the 
death penalty if the two are convicted. 
The jury said three grounds 
provided for the death penalty by the 
Ohio Revised Code are present in the 
case. 
According to a court spokesman the 
death penalty is specified by the code 
since Cole’s assailants shot him to 
escape apprehension, while fleeing 
from an aggravated robbery and 
purposely, knowing he was an on-duty 
policeman. 
Reaves and Cole are scheduled for 
arraignment Monday in Hamilton 
County Common Pleas Court. 
Reaves was arrested in Cincinnati 
Thursday and Woods was arrested 
Friday at Clarksburg, W. Va. Reaves’ 
sister, Connie, was with Woods at the 
time of his arrest, West Virginia State 
Police reported. He surrendered at the 
home of relatives without resistance. 
Two Cincinnati detectives were to go 
to Fairmont, W. Va., to question Woods 
today. Woods, who Cincinnati police 
say has waived extradition, is being 
held on $100,000 bond. 
Reaves was arrested in an apart­ 
ment he and Woods rented in Cin­ 
cinnati’s Mount Auburn section. The 
apartment is about a half-mile from 
where Cole was slain. 
Cole, 24, was shot to death as he 
attempted to stop two burglary 
suspects running from a dairy store, 
police said. 
Police said two other persons are 
being sought in connection with the 
burglary. 
Cole was to be buried this morning 
with a cemetery escort by a motorcade 
of police from throughout Ohio.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nothing in 
more than 2,000 pages of domestic 
surveillance evidence gathered by the 
House Judiciary Committee shows 
clearly that President Nixon approved 
specific illegal acts by his assistants. 
But the record shows that the 
President set no limit on what his aides 
should do to halt newspaper stories 
about sensitive U.S. diplomatic plans. 
Nixon reserved some of his worst 
language for describing career 
government bureaucrats who talked 
freely with reporters about U.S. 
foreign policy. 
He distrusted them so much that he 
seriously considered ordering lie 
detector tests for more than 1,000 State 
Department, Pentagon and Central In­ 
telligence Agency employes, not 
because he thought they were all 
responsible for news leaks, but, in the 
President’s words, so he could “ im­ 
mediately scare the bastards." 
"listen, I don’t know anything about 
polygraphs and I don’t know how 
accurate they are but I know they’ll 
scare hell out of people,” Nixon said, 
according to a presidential transcript 
released for the first time on Thurs­ 
day. 
Nixon feared the leaks would 
jeopardize 
the 
strategic

limitation talks. He thought Daniel 
Ellsberg likely had more than the 
Pentagon papers Vietnam War study 
to make public. 
He did not believe that making his 
foreign policy public before it was fully 
carried out was necessary to the 
democracy. 


Former White House special Counsel

(AP> - Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford said he 
won’t engage in any “ arm-twisting 
lobbying” to ward off President 
Nixon’s possible impeachment by the 
House. 
“ I think that’s an insult to most 
members of the House,” Ford said. 
At the same time, the vice president, 
who maintains evidence does not exist 
to prove Nixon has committed any im­ 
peachable offense, said he will cam­ 
paign for Republicans in this fall’s 
elections on a “ highly selective” but 
still unspecified basis. 
Ford him self appeared slightly 
confused as to what that basis is. He 
told a news conference Friday af­ 
ternoon in Roanoke, Va., that he might 
well campaign for and support 
Democratic candidate who had shown 
support for Nixon admonistration 
policies. 
En route by plane to Hot Springs he 
modified that stand and repeated 
earlier statements that there may be 
some Democratic candidates whose 
districts he will not enter in support of 
their Republican opponents. “ I have 
no plans to campaign rn person for any 
Democrats," Ford said through a 
press spokesman. 
Ford did campaign for Rep. Cald­ 
well Butler, R-Va., a member of the 
House Judiciary Committee 
which 
soon must vote whether or not to issue 
a bill of impeachment against Nixon. 
Ford told reporters he would 
campaign for Butler again, no matter 
how Butler votes on impeachment. 
And he said that holds true for any 
Republican House member. 
Referring to critical comments by 
White House Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler, Ford said: “ I certainly 
would not call the manner in which 
(the House Judiciary Committee) has 
operated a kangaroo court. I think 
they’ve worked very hard to do a re­ 
sponsible job.”

C LEV ELA N D , Ohio (A P )- An 
attorney for four former Ohio National 
guardsmen indicted in the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings says the 
government confiscated some 
im­ 
portant records on the case while he 
was studying them at the National 
Archives in Washington. 
In a motion filed in U.S. District 
Court Friday, attorney Daniel M. Roth 
said the records in question were part 
of the Scranton Commission's report 
on the shootings. 
His complaint came as the govern­ 
ment. under court order, turned over 
to defense attorneys copies of some 
evidence that will be presented at their 
trial 
Roth said he and two associates were 
reviewing the public portions of the 
report June 27 when they came across 
a filed marked “ confidential.” 
He said the file included memos 
from Jerris leonard, former head of 
the Justice Department’s civil rights 
division, to former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, to former presidential aide 
John D. Ehrlichman, to former F B I 
Director J. Edgar Hoover and to other 
Justice Department officials. 
Both said the material had been 
misfiled in the public portion of the 
report for 3lz years. 
He said the memos detailed status of 
the investigation being conducted by 
the F B I and Portage county officials 
and requests for additional 
in- 
vesitigations. 
Both said when he asked for copies 
of the 80-page file, Archives officials at 
first agreed but 30 minutes later told 
him the documents were being seized 
and that he could not get copies or 
mark the file for later identification. 
He said he was told the file was part 
of the restricted documents of the 
Scranton Commission.

assault with a dangerous weapon, 
unlawful detention, larceny, robbery, 
possession of a dangerous weapon and 
assault upon a commissioned officer, a 
Navy spokesman said. 
The trial was held at the U.S. Navy 
base at Subic Bay, 50 miles northwest 
of Manila, where the shooting incident 
involving Fountain occured March 6, 
1974. 
Navy authorities said Fountain shot 
and killed Wren with a shotgiui he 
grabbed from a civilian guard on a 
two-mile recreation island across from 
the base, and also held six other men 
hostage for nearly five hours.

Moore, president of 
Bowling Green State University, said 
the measure appropriates pay in­ 
creases for only 9,400 of the 16,000 civil 
service workers employed by state 
universities. 
He said that is unfair because it 
requires the universities to raise funds 
for the other mandated increases by 
raising user fees for dormitories, 
dining facilities, bookstores, health 
services, clinics and hospitals. 
Moore said universities will be 
required to provide an estimated $4 
million to $5 million for the increases. 
He said the legislative committee 
also failed to provide for some 45,000 
persons employed by the universities 
in unclassified positions. 
“ It is grossly discriminatory and 
inequitable for these employes to 
receive no cost-of-livmg adjustment, 
w hen they obviously are equally hit by 
spiraling costs,” Moore said. 
Moore, chairm an of the In ter­ 
university Council, noted the council 
had called on the legislature to provide 
pay adjustments for all employes 
whose annual salary is below $15,000 
Rep. Norman A. Murdock, R-21 
Cincinnati, said he will seek defeat of 
the bill because the legislative com­ 
mittee rejected an amendment to save 
$700,000 the Cincinnati School District 
stands to lose. 
Murdock said declining enrollment 
will cause the school district to lose $10 
per student in state aid. “ That’s a lot of 
money and I don’t intend to stand still 
about it,” he declared. 
Murdock claimed that the com­ 
mittee would not have had to add “ one 
additional cent” to the appropriations 
bill because funds were appropriated 
last year.
